We have no idea 
that the production of the dispatches that 
passed between the Republican managers will 
reveal anything at all damaging or discredit- 
able, and probably a comparison between the 
Republican and Democratic dispatches will 
show the latter to be the more disreputable. 
Indeed, Mr. Orton has said that there is 
nothing which he as a Republican desires to 
withhold, but for the protection of telegraph 
interests which de represents he wants it 
definitely settled whether or not Congress 
has the power to compel the production of 
the telegraph files for weeks or months. It 
is proper enough to summon Mr. Orrow as 
a witness, and compel him to produce any 
specific telegrams known to be in his posses- 
sion, but the power of Congress ought not to 
be exercised to the length of exposing all 
telegraphic matter to the public view at any 
time. Such power as this would be worse 
than the passage of a law requiring that all 
letters passing through the mails should be 
sent unsealed. If such power is held to be 
vested in Congress, the Telegraph Company 
will probably adopt the policy of burning all 
dispatches, merely giving a certified copy to 


the sender at the time of transmission if it is | 


desired. The Telegraph Company must pro- 
tect its correspondence or lose a large part 
of its business. 

SOUTHERN CLAIMS. 

When the Republican newspapers during 
the late campaign cited the Southern war- 
claims as one of the dangers of the accession 
of the Confederates to the control of the 
Government, they were variously answered 
that the allowance of these claims is pro- 
hibited by the constitutional amendments, 
and that the charge was a campaign roor- 
bach. The recent action in the House of 
Representatives shows that neither answer 
was true. The House, by a vote of 150 to 
63, has passed a resolution instructing the 
Judiciary Committee to report an amend- 
ment to the Constitution forbidding the pay- 
ment of war-claims to disloyal persons. This 
shows that the present constitutional pro- 
visions do not cover the case, as was claimed 
by the Democrats during the campaign. But 
the character of the negative vote “also 
shows that the apprehensions of the 
Republicans as to the designs of the 
ex-Confederates of the South were well- 
founded. Of the 63 who voted against 
the resolution, only two are Northern 
members, and all the others representatives 
of the Confederate claimants. The negative 
vote includes such prominent Southerners as 
Warrrnorne and Baricut of Tennessee, 
Wann of Virginia, Vance of North Caro- 
lina, Tarocemorton, Reacay,and Sca.EercHER 
of Texas, Tucker and Huwron of Virginia, 
Sivetztow and Lyrwou of Mississippi, Hm. 
Brourrt, and Hanns of Georgia, Knorr and 
Buown, of Kentucky, etc.; and when sixty- 
one of these gentlemen place themselves on 
record as opposed to any permanent and 
sweeping prohibition of paying claims for 
war losses to the men who were engaged in

The demand of Mn Evans for the books 
of the South-Town Collector is not only a 
instance of unblushing cheek, but 
it aptly illustrates how soon the people at 
large forget, and even sometimes forgive, a 
wrong which has been imposed upon them. 
It was only in April last that the people of 


the South Town of Chicago held an election, 


elected honest and trustworthy officers, and 
then had the results changed right under 
their very eyes. They saw the swindle per- 
petrated, saw how it was done, and who did 
it. There were witnesses who detected some 
of the scoundrels coming out of the vault 
where they had been robbing the ballot- 
boxes. There were witnesses who saw them 
take a dozen of ballot-boxes, m the face of 
protest and without law, dump their con- 
tents in a pile on the table instead of count- 
ing each box separately, which was done to 
prevent detection of the rascally frauds that 
had been practiced in several of the pre- 
cincts. The villains who manipulated the 
contents of the boxes abstracted tickets 
by the handful, and, in replacing 
others to fill the vacancies by guess, did not 
put back within 1,900 ballots the number 
they stole out of the boxes. Men not known 
to be candidates at all were found to be 
elected, and men who were regular candi- 
dates were found to have only a handful of 
votes. Republicans known to be elected by 
heavy majorities were found to be defeated. 
There never was a bolder or more shameful 
fraud practiced at an election, even in the 
worst days of Tammany. Public indigna- 
tion rose to a white heat, and the first senti- 
ment was to hang the scoundrels to the near- 
est lamp-posts. The citizens met in com- 
mittees, and met en masse, and issued their 
indignant protests. For a time it looked as 
if the ticket-stealing and ballot-box-stuffing 
conspiracies had been defeated. Some of 
the bogus-elect resigned, another was bafiled, 
a third failed to get his hands on the assess- 
ment books, a fourth, by the aid of unseru- 
pulous attorneys, got his bogus claim into 
court on technical grounds and carried 
it up before the Supreme Court, which 
rendered a decree or judgment whieh in ef- 
fect upheld the orignal election fraud, to the 
disgust and chagrin of the honest public. 
The same Court had previously upheld the 
validity of the charter election, which was 
carried by the most unblushing ballot-box- 
stuffing.

He 
knows very well that there are many thea- 
tres properly and morally conducted: that 
there are many plays which are entirely 
proper and moral, innocent and instructive, 
which are not bad in their tendencies, and 
which produce no worse results than the 
everyday laughing and crying growing ont 
of the play of natural emotions, outside of 
the theatre. We have no need, however, to 
defend the drama. It came into existence 
centuries before Christianity. It has lasted 
over 2,400 years, and yet mankind to-day 


are just as fond of the representations of 


human actions, passions, foibles, and idio- 
syneracies upon the stage as they ever were, 
and the dramatic sentiment is almost as uni- 
versal as the religious, from the earliest 
childhood to oldest age. Of course there are 
bad actors as there are bad ministers; bad 
theatres as there are bad Christians; and 
bad plays as there are bad actions in life; but 
it is as unfair to judge the one by the 
exception as the other. In this

fourths who escaped.. With our human 
knowledge we cannot see that either theatre 
or play was of such a Sodomite character, 
and we cannot believe that the Almighty 
would visit such a calamity upon His creatures 
tor doing what their innocent desires and 
their sense of right justified. And if Mr. 
ATxixsow really believes in this doctrine of 
wrathful, special providences and vengeful 
earthly punishments, and that it was illus- 
trated in the case of the horrible Brooklyn 
calamity, will he explain to us its illustration 
in the case of a calamity cited by Carist, and 
upon which Curgist commented as follows: 
„Or those eighteen, upon whom the tower 
in Siloam fell and slew them, think ye that 
they were sinners above all men that dwelt in 
Jerusalem? I tell you, nay.”

THE EQUITABLE SIDE OF THE QUESTION. 
The true inwardness of the Louisians 
business is disclosed in a letter of ex- Con- 
gressman . of Ohio, to the Cincin- 
nati Commercial. Mr. Srzvenson is one of 
the gentlemen. who, at the suggestion of 
President Grant, visited New Orleans to be 
present at the sessions of the Returning 
Board. He declined to join in the Suuemay- 
Marrsews report because, as he expressed 
it, he did na 
an institution Or in its personnel,” and be- 
cause he desired to consider the Louisiana 
question as-a matter of right and equity 
rather than from the legal and constitutional 
standpoint. In the letter he states the ro- 
sult of his observations, which evidently 
were carefully made, and which he gives 
with moderation and candor. In the outset 
Mr. Srevenson states he discovered that 
there had been exaggeration on both sides as 
to the question of intimidation. The Re- 
publicans alleged a horrible condition of af- 
fairs, and the Democrats as stoutly main- 
tained that the only intimidation anywhere 
in the State was that practiced by Repub- 
licans upon negroes who intended to vote 
the Democratic ticket. But that there was 
violence and disorder that igterfered with 
the election he found was not seriously de- 
nied, and had it been, as he observes, bodies 
of the dead agd wounds of those who es- 
caped death were convincing witnesses. 
Upon that poing,he sums up by saying: 

A superficial r g of this evidence, conflicting 
as it is, might leave the mind in doubt, and a par- 
tan of either side giving credence only to what 
pleases him might find in it confirmation of his 
prejudices; but an impartial Judge, carefuliy 
weighing the testimony, would conclude that there 
was such intimidation as law of Louisiana de- 
nounces and renders penal, and that such intimida- 
tion did materially affect the result. I 
deem it necessary to say only, that it appears to 
me that a fair-minded and impartial Judge would 
find that the disorders had controlled parjshes and 
polls more than enough to change the result onthe 
Presidential Electors, 

But not content to accept the testimony 
presented the Returning Board as alone con- 
clusive, Mr. Stzvenson made a further inves- 
tigation on his own account, and his search 
was rewarded by the discovery of interesting 
facts that are decisive of the Louisiana im- 
broglio. 

To begin with, he discovered that by the 
United States census of 1870, the general 
accuracy of which has never been im- 
peached, the colored population of Louisiana 
outnumbered the whites. Simce then, the 
administration of Louisiana having remained 
in the hands of Republicans, and the adjoin- 
ing States of Mississippi and Arkansas having 
fallen into the hands of the White-Liners, 
there. has been a steady migration of ne- 
groes from those States to Louisiana, and the 
tide of colored immugration has also beén 
swelled by a considerable influx ‘from Texas 
and Alabama. The result of it was, that, as 
shown by the registry of voters taken last 
year, there was in Louisiana a majority of 
over twenty-two thousand colored voters. 
As tothe colored voters, Mr. Stevenson 
found it to be admitted they were “‘ inclined” 
to be Republicans. He adds: 

Indeed, one of the grievances of the white citizen 
is. that, while the fcrmer slave will do almost any- 
thing else for his old master, he will not elect him 
to office,—will not trust him with political power 
unless he runs as a Republican, and even then the 
freedmanie dubious. .. . The colored voter 
is not only a Republican, but he is the most zeal- 
ous memberof the party,—he is a Radical, a 
fanatic.—-and he looks upon every colored mcn 
who falters as a traitor to his race. I heard of in- 
stances where colored women assailed colored men 
suspected of scratching the ticket. The colored 
people carry politics into religion. I was told of 
cases showing that, in their opinion, to desert the 
party is to abandon all hope of Heaven. 

The which tends to show how tremen- 
dously powerful with the colored voter is the 
‘inclination ”” to be a Republican. And it may 
be remarked in passing that there is no lack 
of reason for it, as the Ku-Klux, and White- 
Liners, and bulldozers have not spared the 
opportunity to impress these upon even the 
thickest-headed negro. A furthemproof of 
the fact that the colored voters are substan- 
tially unanimously Republican he found in 
the fact that in those parishes where there 
was a peaceful election the Republican ma- 
jority was greater than it was ever before. 
At the same time, too,—though that is a fact 
to which he does not advert, as the returns 
were bulidozed,—the parishes in which the 
Republican majorities hitherto have been 
mostoverwhelming,—in which the preponder- 
ance of negro population was the greatest,— 
were those from which were returned the 
enormous Democratic gains on which the 
State was claimed for Ton. Besides, 
there are, as Mr. Srevewson found, from 
7,000 to 8,000 white Republicans in the 
State. 

Upon having ascertained this state of facts, 
showing incontestably that there was a Re- 
publican majority of not less than twenty 
thousand, Mr. Stevenson applied himself to 
finding what had become of that Republican 
majority. He was not long in arriving at 
the facts. He says: 


I inquired of candid white men, Democrats and 
Conservatives, from the disturbed parishes, and 
found them not unwilling to admit that the law- 
lessness which prevailed more or less in their par- 
ishes did affect the minds of the colored peuple.

LUMBER. 


Statistics from the Manistee, Mich., Distrftt. 
Special Correspondence of The Tribune. 

Manistee, Mich., Dec. 16.—The manufacture 
and sale of pine lumber in this city during the 
season just closed has been of much larger di- 
mensions than most people suppose. Because 
our city is hidden away and cut off by not hav- 
ing railrvad-communication with the outside 
world, it is generally regarded as a place of but 
little importance. We have fifteen lumber-mills 
here, one of which has not been in operation dur- 
ing the past season, because of its having been 
in litigation for some time past. These fifteen 
lumber-milis employ about 400 men, during the 
season, in sawing lumber, principally, for the 
Chicago market. We have also a dozen good 
shingle-mills in operation, employing nearly 300 
men. Besides these two leading articles, 
the mills make quite a large quantity 
lath and pickets. In the winter 


getting out logs for use in the mills during the 


summer season. In addition to these men, a 


large number of oxen and horses—nv less than 
700 or 800—are also e in logging. It 
can readily be seen that it requires a vast 
amount of provisions and feed to run our log- 
ging-camps, and the large bulk of it comes from 
Chicago and Milwaukee. 

Some of the lumber journals, ana others 
anxious to get the first report of the amount of 
this business done heré during the season, have 
been here attempting to get the figures, and 
have taken some statements made up by guess- 
work; but the ficures wich I send you here- 
with are from the first accurate and reliable re- 
ports compiled by the bookkeepers of the sev- 
eral firms. The following is the actual
